Palestine’s “ Fruit ”’ 


Fruit from Palestine is going around 
the world. A Nova Scotia reader of the 
Times sends, with a letter, an interesting 
wrapper from an orange, part of a ship- 
ment of oranges from Palestine. The 
imprint bears the words, “Jaffa Oranges 

. grown in Palestine.” The word “Lord” 
is also on the wrapper —perhaps a mere 
coincidence as the name of a grower or 
shipper. The Canadian reader writes: 
“Since the Imperial Conference last sum- 
mer (1932), Empire produce has a pref- 
erence over foreign goods here. Palestine 
being under British Mandate, goods from 
there come in with the preference, with the 
result that oranges of a very fine quality 
from Palestine in wrappers such as en- 
closed are now being sold here.” He notes 
also the passage in Isaiah 27:6 (R. V.): 
“In days to come shall Jacob take root; 
Israel shall blossom and bud; and they 
shall fill the face of the world with fruit.” 
Whether this prophecy refers only to spir- 
itual fruit, or includes material fruit as 
well, we may not know; certain it is that 
God’s people the Jews are now fulfilling 
the prophecy of their return to the Land 
for the first time in nineteen centuries, the 
land is budding and blossoming under their 
hands, and the world is beginning to bene- 
fit by the results.

Missionaries’ Shrunken Dollars 


Being interested in foreign missions of 
the kind that you advocate, and closely fol- 
lowing the shrinking of the U. S. dollar 
in terms of foreign currencies, ought we 
not to think of the losses to the mission- 
aries everywhere? 

While it is true that God can make up 
the loss to each missionary, yet a respon- 
sibility rests upon Christians at home, doubt- 
less, for we know that when we send abroad 
our usual sums they shrink in foreign ex- 
change from twenty to thirty per cent. 

A generous donor to faith missions has 
written the suggestion of adding from ten 
to twenty per cent to whatever amount we 
may be sending. Surely there are many 
who are able to provide for the preaching 
of the Gospel and who would prefer to 
take this added burden on themselves rather 
than compel the field workers to suffer. Yet 
how many of us have given it a thought, 
inasmuch as within the United States the 
dollar is still worth one hundred cents? 

Would not THe Sunpay Scoot TIMEs 
be doing a splendid service by informing 
missionaries of the causes of the impover- 
ished dollar when it gets into their hands, 
and by extending the above suggestion to 
donors and also to missionary boards ?—A 
Massachusetts reader. 


Here is a valuable and important recom- 
mendation, THe SuNpAyY ScHooL TIMES 
is convinced that many Christian people 
in the homelands who rejoice in the priv- 
ilege of aiding in the support of ambassa- 
dors of the cross in foreign fields will 
gladly take into account this practical and 
vital factor of dollar-shrinkage, and do 
whatever is in their power to meet or share 
the unexpected and added burden now 
placed upon ovr faithful missionaries. One 
of the Times Staff has written to the Mas- 
sachusetts friend in appreciation of his 
suggestiou, and a second letter throws fur- 
ther light on the situation, reading in part: 


Many thanks for your prompt letter dur- 
ing absence of your Editor regarding the 
burden of the inflated American dollar as 
expressed in foreign exchanges, particularly 
where the latter are on a gold basis. 


We are deeply concerned owing to the 
multiplying interest granted us through the 
kindness of Cod our Saviour, as he has 
been increasing our sending abroad through 
widening channels. 

Tse Sunpay Scuoot Times _has done 
a wonderful service in many ways for faith 
missicns, and is looked to for inspiration 
in its editoriais on spiritual lines and its 
articles of sound instruction. We had 
hoped and still trust that the reasons for 
less money reaching missionaries after they 
or the remitters have exchanged American 
dollars into the currencies the missionaries 
spend, might be made clear to them, so 
that they can pray intelligently by know- 
ing the causes for the very: unusual. and 
drastic drop in exchange, which on the 


basis of the gold franc now amounts to 
about thirty-five cents on the dollar. 

Foreign exchange is not the simple mat- 
ter in kaleidoscopic times while we are 
off the gold basis, and while international 
speculation is active, that it- was when the 
fluctuations were very slight. 

The strain is not alone on ‘the mission- 
aries abroad, but upon the missionary soci- 
eties themselves. They cannot transfer 
their cash balances as business men do to 
where they will be secure against the dollar 
depreciation, for they are not in business 
and cannot speculate. 

Mr. Bingham writes that a short time ago 
the Sudan Interior Mission could buy five 
units of foreign currency with one dollar, 
whereas at present only four can be pur- 
chased 

In view of this fact, it seems clear to the 
writer that among the many supporters there 
are those who would respond to make up 
the difference, at least by increasing their 
own usual gifts by adding twenty per cent 
to them. 

To illustrate the seriousness of the pres- 
ent distress from the above cause, may I 
quote what one missionary writes? 

The Rev. I. R. Stebbins, who is doing 
a remarkable evangelistic work through 
native evangelists in Annam, French Indo- 
China, says: “The drop of the dollar has 
affected our mission in a very serious way. 
This month over two thousand piasters were 
lost in exchange. Only sixty-five dollar 
allowance was sent out, which was serious 
enough ; but in addition it now takes fifty- 
six cents to buy a piaster instead of thirty- 
nine cents, or a drop of seventeen cents in 
each dollar we receive. It is the worst 
financial blow that I remember in the his- 
tory of our mission, for it threatens our 
very existence as a mission.” 


At this Thanksgiving season, here is an 
unusual -and welcome opportunity to fulfill 
the law of Christ, remembering the apos- 
tle’s inspired word: “Bear ye one an- 
other’s burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ” (Gal. 6:2). Missionaries are fac- 
ing difficulties, testings, burdens, and perse- 
cutions in a new and serious way; there 
is no danger of their not experiencing the 
truth of the inspired Scripture in that 
same chapter to the Galatians, “for every 
man shall bear his own burden” (v. 5). But 
we can make missionaries thankful at this 
Thanksgiving season by accepting the call 
and opportunity to see to it that the scanty 
allowances or incomes of faithful evangel- 
ists in far away fields remain at least, in 
purchasing power, what they were before 
the radical changes in currency. There 
are no changes in the heavenly currency 


-of God’s Word, and we have his promise 


that “God is able to make all grace abound 
toward you; that ye, always having all 
sufficiency. in all things, may abound to 
every good work” (2 Cor. 9:8).

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From the Bottom of the Pit 


How John Newton was transformed from a cursing sailor 
into a hymn writer and minister of the Gospel

“Look unto the rock whence ye are 
hewn, and to the hole of the pit whence 
ye are digged” (Isa, 51:1). 


66 LORIOUS things of thee are 
G spoken, Zion, city of our God,” 
is one of the great hymns of the 
Church. Perhaps many Christian people 
do not know that the author was at one 
time so low that he invented new oaths 
as an outlet for his violent temper. His 
life story is a thrilling record of God’s 
merciful dealing with a great sinner who 
became a great saint. 

John Newton was born in London, July 
24 1725. In his “Narrative,” which, as 
one writer has said, was in every Chris- 
tian’s library, he wrote: “I was born as 
it were in his [God’s] house, and dedicated 
to him in my infancy. My mother (as I 
have heard from many) was a pious and 
experienced Christian. . .. I was her only 
child, and as she was of a weak constitu- 
tion and a retired temper, almost her whole 
employment was the care of my education, 
. . . She stored my memory, which was 
then very retentive, with many valuable 
pieces, chapters and portions of Scripture, 
catechisms, hymns, and poems. 


A Praying Mother 


“Though in process of time I sinned away 
all the advantages of these early impres- 
sions, yet they were for a great while a 
restraint upon me. ... My dear mother, 
besides the pains she took with me, often 
commended me with many prayers and 
tears to God; and I doubt not but I reap 
the fruits of these prayers to this hour.” 

But his mother died when he was six 
years old, and his father married again. 
He was then allowed to “mingle wich care- 
less and profane children, and soon began 
to learn their ways.” He was sent away 
to boarding school, and there, he says, “the 
imprudent severity of the master almost 
broke my spirit and relish for books.” 

His father was a seafaring man, and 
when John was eleven years old he took 
him on a voyage. He began to pray and 
read his Bible, but he was not converted, 
and soon, instead of praying, he learned 
to curse and blaspheme. 

Between the ages of twelve and sixteen 
he had two of his many remarkable es- 
capes from death. He fell from a horse 
a few inches from a hedge that had just 
been cut down. If he had fallen on the 
stakes he believed he would have been 
killed. At another time he agreed to visit 
a warship with a young friend. Newton 
came late; his friend had gone, the boat 
(presumably a small rowboat) upset, and 
his friend and several others were drowned. 
These two deliverances deeply impressed 
him.

His rebellious spirit seemed unbreak- 
able. Narrow escapes from death, a 
terrifying dream, a public whipping 
and irons on shipboard, sickness and 
virtual slavery in Africa — all left him 
untamed. But his mother had prayed 
with him and taught him Bible texts, 
and after many years the hard heart 
was broken and the sin-sick man born 
again. “This sketch, beginning John 
Newton’s life story, is the first in a 
brief series, which will be continued 
next week. 








A Liverpool merchant, a friend of John’s 
father, offered to employ him and send 
him to Jamaica; but the week before he 
was to sail, his father sent him on business 
to Kent, and while there he called to pay 
a hasty visit on some old friends of the 
family. He fell violently in love with the 
oldest daughter, Mary Catlett, then under 
fourteen, and stayed three weeks, and this 
love for the girl who later became his 
wife held him like a strong cord through 
many years of wandering and sin. He lost 
his chance of work in Jamaica, but later 
joined another vessel, going to Venice. 

Newton had a strange dream while his 
ship lay at anchor off Venice. He thought 
that while it was his watch-at night, some 
one gave him a ring and told him to keep 
it carefully, saying that trouble would 
come if he lost it. Soon a second person 
stood before him, urging him to throw the 
ring away, and after some argument he 
dropped it over the side. Instantly a ter- 
rible fire broke out on the mountains back 
of Venice. Then, wrote Newton, the 
tempter said “that all the mercy God had 
in reserve for me was comprised in that 
ring, which I had willfully thrown away.” 
He thought the flames had been kindled 
on his account and that he must go to the 
burning mountains. At this point either 
the first person, or a third, appeared and 
asked him the cause of his grief. When 
Newton told him, he recovered the ring, 
and the flames went out. “I will preserve 
it for you,” said this person, “and when- 
ever it is needful, will produce it in your 
behalf.” 

Publicly Whipped 

In Decemtzr, 1744, when he was nine- 
teen years old, he went to Kent again. He 
was “impressed,” or seized and drafted, 
into the navy, while the French fleet was 
off the coast. His closest companion on 
shipboard was a freethinker, who soon 
made an infidel of Newton. He deserted 
the ship at Plymouth. Two days later 
he was captured, publicly stripped and whip- 
ped, degraded from office, and put in irons. 
He was tempted to kill himself, or the 
captain if he got a chance. “My love to 


Mary Catlett,’ he wrote, “was now the, 


only restraint I had left.” 

At Madeira Newton was transferred to 
another ship: The commander of this 
vessel knew his father and did what he 


could to restrain the young sailor. But 
he resented the captain’s interference, and, 
says he, “I made a song, in which I ridi- 
culed his ship, his designs, and his person, 
and soon taught it to the whole ship’s 
company.” 

While on this ship Newton met a rich 
white trader on his way to Africa, who 
took him into his service, and settled with 
him on the Plantain islands off Sierra Leone 
on the West Coast. He wrote that “the 
two following years, of which I am now 
to give some account, will seem as an 
absolute blank in a very short life. . .. I 
was rather shunned and despised than imi- 
tated; there being few even of the Negroes 
themselves (during the first year of my 
residence among them) but thought them- 
selves too good to speak to me.” 


Fever and Beggar’s Fare 


The poor wanderer fell sick and was left 
in the care of the trader’s black woman. 
One is reminded of the “husks that the 
swine did eat” as the “Narrative” con- 
tinues: “I had sometimes not a little dif- 
ficulty to procure a draught of cold water, 
when burning with a fever. My bed was 
a mat, spread upon a board or chest, and 
a log of wood my pillow. When my fever 
left me, and my appetite returned, I would 
gladly have eaten, but there was no one 
gave unto me. She lived in plenty herself, 
but hardly allowed me sufficient to sustain 
life, except now and then, when in the high- 
est good humour, she would send me 
victuals in her own plate, after she had 
dined; and this (so greatly was my pride 
humbled), I received with thanks and 
eagerness, as the most needy beggar does 
an alms. Once, I well remember, I was 
called to receive this bounty from her own 
hand; but, being exceedingly weak and 
feeble, I dropped the plate. Those who live 
in plenty can hardly conceive how this 
loss touched me; but she had the cruelty 
to laugh at my disappointment; and though 
the table was covered with dishes (for she 
lived much in the European manner) she 
refused to give me any more.” 

He would steal away into the vegetable 
garden at night and pull up roots to eat 
raw. These acted as an emetic, but in his 
desperation he often repeated the process. 
The slaves in chains secretly gave him food 
when they could. As he convalesced the 
black woman would force him to walk, that 
she might amuse herself watching his feeble 
struggles. 

On a voyage with his master, Newton 
was falsely accused of theft by another 
trader, and thereafter, whenever the master 
was away, he was locked on deck with a 
pint of rice for a day’s allowance. He 
sometimes caught fish to supplement this. 
During the rainy season, he wrote, “My 
whole suit was a shirt, a pair of trowsers, 
a cotton handkerchief instead of a cap, 
and a cotton cloth about two yards long, 
to supply the want of upper garments: and 


thus accoutred, -I have been exposed for 
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twenty, thirty, perhaps near forty hours 
together, to incessant rains, accompanied 
with strong gales of wind, without the least 
shelter, when my master was on shore.” 

In spite of his degradation, Newton 
seems always to have had a keen mind and 
a strong will. He refers to his “vile licen- 
tious life” at this time. But he had a 
strange pastime for a man in such a state, 
for he studied geometry, drawing diagrams 
on the sand, and mastered the six books 
of Euclid. He wrote two or three times 
to his father, and occasionally to Mary 
Catlett, of whom he says, “I still retained 
a hope of seeing her again.” 

After nearly a year in this condition, the 
young man got his master’s consent to 
live with another trader, where he was 
soon clothed and well fed. A new danger, 
of a subtler kind, now threatened him, for 
he began to like the settler’s life in Africa. 
“T entered into closer engagements with 
the inhabitants, and should have lived and 
died a wretch amongst them, if the Lord 
had not watched over me for good.” 

But God was watching over him. As he 
and a companion were on the shore in 
February, 1747, they saw a ship passing 
by, and his friend built a small fire and 
“made a smoke in token of trade.” The 
ship hove to, and the captain soon had a 
surprise, for he had orders from Newton’s 
father to bring him home! It was the 
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memory of Mary Catlett that made him 
willing to go back to England. Perhaps 
during those long months in the tropics 
he had mused, like Kipling’s “Broken Men,” 


“Are Dover’s cliffs still white ?” 


“Thus,” said he, “I was suddenly freed 
from a captivity of about fifteen months. 
... Like a wave of the sea driven with 
the wind and tossed, I was governed by 
present appearances, and looked no far- 
ther. But He, who is eyes to the blind, 
was leading me in a way that I knew 
not.” 

While Newton ranged the West Coast 
of Africa with this new captain for an- 
other year, he amused himself with mathe- 
matics, and his life was “a course of most 
horried impiety and profaneness.” The 
captain reproved him and said he had a 
Jonah on board. Strangely enough New- 
ton did not care much for drinking, except 
for the excitement of an occasional bout. 
In one of these his hat fell overboard, and 
seeing the ship’s boat in the water he 
started to climb into it- to get the hat. 
But he had misjudged the distance at which 
the small boat was riding, and would have 
fallen into the water and been carried off 
by a strong tide, if a sailor had not pulled 
him back. And he couldn’t swim even 
when he was sober!

How God Gave Us Our Thanksgiving Dinner 


The personal testimony of a Christian mother—a widow with seven 
children — who learned to cast her care upon God 

















was suddenly taken from the scene 

of earthly things, leaving me with 
seven children and sixty dollars in the 
bank. But I had God! That night as 
I tossed on my bed trying to plan what to 
do, the Comforter whispered to me, “Cast- 
ing all your care on him; for he careth for 
you.” My burden was lifted immediately. 

The next day a man, whom I had only 
seen a few times, came, and said he was 
so thankful that he was spared to his 
own family that he wanted me to accept 
a gift to help along, and put into my hand 
two fifty dollar bills. 

From that day to this, the Lord has 
cared for us. Again and again, when I 
have been relating answers to prayer, big 
and little, folks have said, “You ought to 
write a book.” “As we are nearing Thanks- 
giving, I want to tell of a wonderful an- 
swer to prayer at Thanksgiving time. 

My oldest daughter was studying at a 
Bible school, and a couple of weeks before 
Thanksgiving she wrote, asking if she 
could bring her roommate home for the 
holiday week-end, as her parents were in 
far-away India. My pocketbook was very 
thin, and I had no prospects of its getting 
any fatter before the proposed visit, but I 
wrote back that I would be glad to have 
her come. 

A few days later another letter, saying: 
“Dear Mother, Thank you so much for 
inviting Faith. Now I know I’m dreadful, 
but there are three other girls I. would 
love to have come, one from Canada, one 
from Texas, and one from Georgia.” That 


A’: fifteen years ago my husband 





was a different proposition, and I felt I’d 
have to pray about it before answering. 

But after consulting the rest of the fam- 
ily, and praying, I felt the girls should 
come, so wrote accordingly. After mail- 
ing the letter I felt unexplainably happy; 
my pocketbook wasn’t a bit fatter, and I 
didn’t see at all how I was going to care 
for four extra girls for four days. 

The next morning as my daughter Mil- 
dred and I were making up the beds, it 
suddenly dawned on me that I had not 
quite enough blankets to go around, and 
voiced my thought to Mildred. We both 
laughed at the thought of inviting four 
strange girls—to shiver! But we asked 
God to send warm weather or supply this 
need. 

A couple of days later a friend called, 
and said her errand was to find out if we 
needed bed coverings, as she had been 
asked to do so the day before by one who 
did not want her name to be known. Taken 
by surprise, but remembering our prayer, 
I told her of the girls’ coming, and that 
to make them comfortable, we would need 
extra covers. I said nothing whatever 
about our finances. As a result of this 
visit, we received two pairs of lovely, new, 
wool. blankets! 

The Saturday before Thanksgiving an- 
other friend called. She said she had been 
looking through some trunks and found 
three perfectly good bedspreads, which she 
had no use for, and she had suddenly re- 
membered me. Would I accept them? I 
assured her I would, and after she left we 
“tried them on” the beds and found they 
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were not only the right size, but gave a 
festive air to the rooms. 

On Monday evening we had a family 
“confab” on ways and means. We didn’t 
get any farther than to say what we should 
like to have. I said I thought it would be 
nice to have a hot meat loaf, vegetables, 
and home-made pie for Wednesday’s supper, 
as the girls would be traveling all after- 
noon, and would all have good appetites. 
Of course we all thought turkey would 
taste fine on Thursday. 

On Tuesday, when I came home from 
our women’s prayer meeting, what was 
my surprise to find the dining room table 
piled high with groceries, canned fruit and 
vegetables, sugar, butter, eggs, flour, tea, 
coffee, potatoes, and apples, and a note 
from the friend who had called to see if 
we needed blankets, saying that a few 
friends had wanted to join her in contribut- 
ing something for our company. After I 
had put away all these good things, which 
made our pantry look like a young grocery 
store, a note came from still another friend, 
saying she had heard about our coming 
visitors, and as they would arrive in time 
for supper on Wednesday she was sending 
me four pounds of ground steak, as she 
thought I might like to have a meat loaf! 

I called this friend up to thank her, but 
she said, “Oh, don’t thank me at all,”. but 
she agreed with me that it was remarkable 
that she should be led to send just what 
we wished for that particular meal. She 
then took my breath away, almost, by say- 
ing, “And I want to provide your Thanks- 
giving dinner, too.” 

“Oh,” I said, “you don’t know what we 
have received already.” 

“Oh, yes,” she said, “I know all about 
it; but what I’ll send will be different, and 
you can easily use the other things, too.” 

The next day, in came a fourteen pound 
turkey, three pounds of ham, cranberries, 
celery, lettuce, string beans, turnips, sweet 
potatoes, cabbage, apples, oranges, grape- 
fruit, bananas, two quarts of grape juice, 
three pounds of lady fingers, a five pound 
fruit cake, and two large pies. 

We sang “Praise God, from whom all 
blessings flow.” And did we enjoy every 
minute of those company days? I'll let 
you guess! 

As I looked around the table at the 
happy faces on Wednesday night, I could 
scarcely restrain the tears, but they’ were 
tears of joy. Beside our own Eleanor, 
there was Agnes from Canada, now a mis- 
sionary in Africa; beautiful Olivia of 
Texas, as lovely of spirit as of face, des- 
tined to be the wife of a fine Christian man; 
dignified Faith, now working with her 
parents in India; and Sue from Georgia, 
who was just herself. She leaned back 
after the meal, and with a deep sigh said, 
“My, I haven’t had so much to eat since 
I left home.” 

Oh, what a feast we had the next day, 
and the next and the next and the next! 
There was no end to the good things. 
Monday morning came all too quickly, and 
we all felt as if we had been life-time 
friends, all because “the blessing of the 
Lord, it maketh rich, and he addeth no sor- 
row with it.” 

As this issue goes to press, the oldest 
daughter mentioned sends the following 
note: “Mother has just left us to join the 
great Thanksgiving around the Lamb and 
His throne—Eleanor.” 
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Methodists have a _ special church 

board for the care of their men in 
the army, navy, and air force. Religious 
instruction is an integral part of the army 
training. Every new recruit has for vari- 
ous periods to meet his chaplain for re- 
ligious instruction one hour a week. This 
gives the chaplain opportunity for close 
personal contact with his men. Mr. Bate- 
son, secretary of this board, writes in The 
Methodist Recorder, of the influence which 
godly Methodist soldiers have had on the 
countries in which they have served. Most 
of English Methodism’s work in the mission 
field grew out of the observations of sol- 
diers and sailors serving abroad. “They 
preached Jesus and the results were the 
beginning of the establishment of Method- 
ism in the West India islands, India, South 
Africa, and parts of China.” Converts 
resulted, and the Methodist centurions 
urged the church at home to send out per- 
manent workers. 

“This is one of the great romances of 
Methodist Missions in almost every part 
of the world. Today, too, bands of sol- 
diers under the leadership of their chap- 
lains go to visit neighboring villages and 
towns where, in churches or in open air, 
they witness to the truths which have en- 
riched their lives. Every year the fleet 
goes on cruise, and the sailor in the pul- 
pit is a frequent sight in our chapels in the 
West India islands. 
of the Spanish ports where the Christian 
men rally round the missionary. A similar 
spirit is found in the newest branch of the 
services. Only a little time ago I was pres- 
ent at one of the principal training school 
stations of the Royal Air Force. In the 
afternoon I visited the Sunday-school and 
found that the superintendents of both Pri- 
mary and Intermediate Departments were 
airmen and a number of airmen were teach- 
ing the children.” 

This is the good fruit of the English 
Methodist training of lay preachers. Mr. 
Bateson also calls attention to the high 
moral tone of the British army. Thus in 
1932 with something like 150,000 men in 
the army the total number of courts-mar- 
tial for drunkenness at home and abroad 
was only seventy-four! Yet Gandhi rails 
at this army and its government as 
“Satanic.”

“Effata” is the organ of the Salvation 
Army’s work among the deaf and blind of 
Scandinavia. A lassie sold me one in the 
Gothenburg station the other day. Out of 
it I extract the following. “Commander 
Toft is chief for our deaf and dumb work 
in Sweden, Adjutant Anna Peterson in 
Denmark, Major Margit Andresen in Nor- 
way.” One adjutant explains that it is 
difficult to gather the deaf and dumb at 
meetings, because they often live at dis- 
tances and separated far from one another. 
“We must hunt them out, one by one, in 
their homes. When I have a long way 


The same is true - 


to cycle or walk to get to a single deaf 
and dumb person, remembrance of our 
Lord spurs me on. He went long ways 
to reach a single soul, and his example has 
taught me the value of souls.” Adjutant 
Loénnfors and her assistant Captain Krushe 
make similarly long journeys in Denmark 
to meet the isolated blind and dumb. An- 
other reports: “For over fifteen years 
we have carried on our deaf and dumb 
Sunday-school in Gavle. -It is always well 
attended, and a more attentive flock one 
could not wish. Answers come quick and 
sure, Every fall a new group comes in.” 
The Tysta Skolan (“school for the still’) 
teaches weaving and embroidery, and the 
skill of the blind girls in preparing food 
is remarkable. Their acute sense of smell 
guides them! One of these afflicted ones, 
a blind man, says pathetically, “When we 
are tempted to say Ack [Swedish for ‘alas’], 
we must put a T before it, and say Tack 
[Swedish for ‘thanks’].”

The False Gandhi Cult 


Gandhi's June fasting closed with 
a ceremony. He was wheeled out 
into the hall to the singing of a 
Hindu hymn. Dr. Ansari then re- 
cited a passage from the Koran de- 
scribing the merits of fasting. Then 
a small gioup of Gandhi’s Christian 
followers sang,’ When I survey the 
wondrous crass,” (“* Forbid it, Lord, 
that I should boast, Save in the 
death of Christ, my God”). Then 
a Parsee professor chanted a Parsee 
hymn, and a poem, especially writ- 
ten by Tagore for the occasion, was 
read. Finally Mr. Gandhi's favor- 
ite prayer (not the Lord’s prayer) 
was read by all present. 














thousands of bungalows have been built, 
in many cases luxurious ones. Not an inch 
of space had been wasted in this ten miles 
of seashore, and the congestion is tremen- 
dous. Abraham was indeed “a father of 
a noisy multitude,” as the name implies. 
Miss Helen Strain (435 Central Ave., 
Cedarhurst, Long Island, N. Y.), finding 
that there was no Christian testimony in 
Rockaway, began with a few friends to 
distribute Gospels. “The cordial recep- 
tion that these Gospels received, the un- 


mistaken co-operation on the part of the 


people, made me realize that the days of 
intense hatred on the part of the Jew were 
ended.” 

In the following summers beach meet- 
ings were held and a headquarters opened 
in a bungalow. The strangers met with 
courtesy and kindness. “The younger set 
were very open, and we are convinced that 
the Hebrew nation has entered upon a new 
day. Education has given the death blow 
to Ghetto life, and Judaism is now one 
great question mark. We have found that 
the best method in this vast community is 
to flood it with literature. The American 
Board of Missions to the Jews supplies 
us with as many copies of The Shepherd of 
Israel (a Christian-Jewish paper) as we 
can use, but because of poverty our supply 
of Gospels is limited.” 

Two returned missionaries from Africa, 
Mr. and Mrs. George McGee, penniless 
but full of zeal and self-sacrifice, have 
joined the mission and are putting up with 
great inconveniences for the joy of giving 
the Gospel to hungry Israel. Latterly, 
since the mission has established quarters 
for winter work, a wind of opposition has 
arisen. While some say, “It sounds very 
reasonable,” “It would not take much to 
convince me that this is the truth,” others 
are protesting against this Gentile inva- 
sion, as in Paul’s Roman days, having 
“great reasoning among themselves.” 

“We believe that we have the. largest 
Jewish field in the world,” says Miss Strain. 
“Pray ior us.” 


Saints, Who from Their Labors Rest.— 
Eglon Harris went to Mexico from Eng- 
land many years ago as an engineer in 
the construction of railways. He became 
interested in Christian work among the 
Mexican people and established a press 
in Orizaba for the publication of evangel- 
ical literature. By 1928, when the three 
hundredth number of El Sembrador (“The 
Sower”) appeared, he had issued a total 
of ninety million pages of evangelical 
literature. In this way the Gospel found 
its way over continents and oceans into 
homes, prisons, hospitals, and schools with 
the resulting conversion of hundreds. In 
the Orizaba district alone there are now 
seven companies of Christians, the fruit of 
his work; in various points of the states 
of Vera Cruz and Puebla, some thirty more 
which have sprung up in the wake of his 
personal evangelism. Mr. Harris received 
no salary and never asked help for his 
publication work save from God alone. Dr. 
Eric Lund, who has for many years carried 
on a similar work by means of literature 
among Spanish-speaking people, a veritable 
old hero of the Gospel, has also recently 
gone to be with the Lord, at the age of 
eighty. 

Canon Apolo Kivibulaya, one of the 
great ornaments of the Church in Africa, 
has also recently died. He was a converted 
drunkard and opium slave, who was brought 
into mission work by the remembrance of 
the fortitude of the early Uganda: mar- 
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tyrs. When he went among the Mboga 
as pioneer, he was whipped with hippo hide 
until he was a mass of bleeding, quivering 
flesh. Thrown out into the jungle as a 
meal for hyenas he was recovered and 
nursed back into life by an African woman, 
This was the overture to the establishment 
of a strong mission church in Mboga. In 
latter years he has been pioneering among 
the pygmies of the Arumini, having learned 
their language and translated into their 
Mbuti tongue a collection of Gospel stories, 
which was published by the Religious Tract 
Society in 1926. Canon Apolo left behind 
him seventy-five teacher-evangelists whom 
he had brought into mission work. 

The death is announced in Evangelische 
Deutschland of Nathanael Heptner, leader 
of the Germans of the Volga, a devoted 
servant of Christ. His late years have 
been spent in prisons and concentration 
camps. On one occasion he, with some 
of his fellow Christians, traveled ten days 
across Russia in a closed and sealed cattle 
car, arriving physically broken down on 
the west frontier of Siberia. Latterly he 
lived under police inspection at Spoloschno, 
a thousand miles north of Irkutsk in the 
dark Arctic region. 


Thanksgiving and Repentance in the 
South Seas.—A missionary festival in 
New Guinea is described by a member of 
the German Neuendettelsauer Mission. The 
community at Dona invited all heathen as 
well as Christians dwelling in the neigh- 
borhood. Dozens of speakers followed one 
another. The leading thought was recog- 
nition of God as giver of food and abundant 
harvests. The heathen had often taunted 
the Christians with the folly of abandon- 
ing magic. “You will go hungry and find 
yourselves eating tree-leaves like animals.” 
So the two villages had assembled. moun- 
tains of food, and the speakers — twenty 
of them—commented on the absurdity of 
blessing the fields when God alone could 
do this. The heathen were summoned to 
honor Him to whom honor is due. With 
great effort the Christians had captured 
a brown bear and to this they now pointed. 
“You see God has given the tree leaves 
to him, not to us!” - 

Then the Christians sang a hymn of 
thanksgiving which they themselves had 
composed. In this hymn the fact that 
there should be two classes, Christian and 
heathen, was deplored, and he was implored 
to bring into being one fold with one mind 
and one heart. Nor were certain sluggish 
Christians spared criticism. They were 
ordered to walk in a circular path which 
had been prepared. Along this path were 
stationed the more mature Christians and 
Bible helpers, who reasoned with the lax 
Christians as they passed and won their 
promise of a more faithful and scrupulous 
Christian walk. On reaching the exit of 
the circle, those who were warned were 
asked if they had truly taken to heart these 
admonitions. Then followed a sermon on 
John the Baptist’s call to repentance. 

This festival has not been without its 
effect on the heathen present. Almost all 
of the remaining clans in certain villages 
have joined themselves to the Christian 
movement, 


The way to oppose ritualism is to show 
its direct descent from classical paganism. 
The Church Times (Oct. 28, 1927) de- 
scribed approvingly some of these pagan 
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practices as follows: “The bishop of St. 
Albans anointed with holy oil the five 
crosses made with holy water on the altars. 
He placed five grains of incense on the 
five crosses and added crosses of wax, and 
having set light to them the smoke from 
the incense ascended in fifteen different 
places,” 

Turn now to the first book of Virgil, 
where the poet speaks of the temple of 
Venus at Paphos. “With sweet perfume 
an hundred altars smoke.” The Chris- 
tians of the first four centuries abominated 
incense as heathenish, 

Wax tapers on the altar have their fore- 
fathers in those lighted on the altars of 
Saturn. The wafer used instead of the 
broken bread has its parallel in the thin 
cake offered to the queen of heaven in 
Babylon (Jer. 44:17). In Egypt similar 
thin round cakes were on all altars, and 
the custom passed over to Greece. The 





China Sunday Schools 
Remain Sound 








In 1929 the World’s Sunday 
School Association, nominally in 
the interest of better pedagogic 
methods, made proposals of reorgan- 
ization to the China Sunday School 
Union. But as the proposed plans 
would have been in the direction of 
a different theology the China Sun- 
day School Union refused to ac- 
cept them. As a consequence the 
World’s Sunday School Association 
discontinued the salary of the loyal 
and competent secretary, E. G. 
Tewksbury. The Sunday School 
Union of China has since then gone 
its own way with the help of Ameri- 
can and Chinese Christians. Its 
increase in sales of lesson helps, 
pictures, and other stock, has been 
fully thirty per cent since it de- 
clared its independence. So the 
plan to make of this agency of the 
Church “a new movement avowed- 
ly, even daringly liberal,’’ to quote 
the words of The Christian Century, 
has failed. “Twenty-five thousand 
dollars come in yearly, in payment 
for some sixteen million pages of 
Sunday-school material — all loyally 
evangelical— from the thousands 
of little Sunday-schools scattered 
over China. 











idea of a bloodless sacrifice is also pagan. 
Tacitus mentions the fact that no klood 
was allowed on the altars of the Paphian 
Venus. 

Of the eastward position Vitrivius says: 
“Let those who sacrifice towards the altars 
look to the east part of the heavens. It 
is necessary that the altars of the gods 
be turned to the east.” 

The custom of keeping lamps perpetually 
burning in sacred places originated in 
Egypt and passed to pagan Rome where 
the Vestal Virgins performed this service. 
The priests of pagan Rome wore at their 
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ceremonies a vest of fine linen called the 
vestis alba. This is the alb of the twen- 
tieth century ritualist. Du Verdier is 
authority for the statement that the flamens, 
or sacrificing priests, of pagan Rome, wore 
gowns similar to the cope. The maniple 
is the mappula of the sacrificing priest of 
old Rome. The holy water stoup at the 
entrance of Catholic churches also had its 
analogy in classical Rome, and Justin Mar- 
tyr wrote that “Gentiles on entering their 
temples sprinkle themselves with water.” 

Everywhere the new priestcraft is the old 
pagancraft. 


Brief Notes.—Pastor Faivre’s New Tes- 
tament has at last been printed in Spanish in 
an edition of 20,000 copies. A member of the 
Methodist faculty in Rome has agreed to 
translate the notes into Italian and publish 
text and notes. ... Alienation of evangeli- 
cal property in England has led to the or- 
ganization of an Evangelical Trust, Limited, 
with an office in Hull. This will act as trustee 
with power to hold and distribute funds 
for the protection of evangelical work at 
home and abroad. It will also hold as 
trustee, with or without control, real es- 
tate, mission halls, and other property, in 
behalf of individuals or groups. Similar 
burglary insurance should be arranged in 
the United States. ... A. B. de Roos 
of Mexico writes: “It takes grace to 
be gracious to filthy, vermin-covered In- 
dians. Only by the way of true commtnion 
with Him who for our sakes became poor 
can we be radiantly happy without a stated 
salary, income, or remuneration.” . .. The 
Chinese morning service at St. Paul’s 
Church, Hongkong, is broadcast one Sun- 
day each month. The Chinese clergy then 
have an unknown audience not only among 
the 800,000 Chinese in Hongkong but among 
the millions in Canton and South China. 
Would that that Spirit-filled evangelist, Dr. 
John Sung, might have a similar oppor- 
tunity in Shanghai! ... At present there 
are eighty anti-religious museums in Rus- 
sia and a hundred others which may be 
transported about the country are in course 
of preparation. . . . John Bunyan’s flute 
has been discovered at Gainsborough, Eng. 
It is in shape like an old chair leg, and is 
supposed indeed to have been made in 
prison from the leg of his stool. When the 
warden, hearing the sound of music, en- 
tered the cell, Bunyan was able, so the 
story runs, to avoid detection by putting it 
back in the stool. . . . World Dominion 
quotes Auf der Warte to the effect that 
Roman Catholicism is growing rapidly in 
those parts of Holland which have been 
ruined by theological liberalism. Side by 
side with the Protestant churches, which 
have been preached empty, are being erected 
Roman Catholic churches in ever-growing 
numbers, In one village a hundred peasant 
families went over to Rome. Friesland 
reports the same currents as North Hol- 
land. ... The American Relief Committee 
in China built and repaired dikes over three 
thousand miles. They employed 10,000 per- 
sons to oversee the work and gave employ- 
ment to millions who thus earned the bread 
given them. Sixty-six ocean steamers car- 
ried 450,000 tons of meal and grain to 
China, which was reloaded on 244 river 
steamers and 31,560 junks. One hundred 
and thirty physicians and 170 nurses assisted 
in this great undertaking. Missionaries co- 
operated in every way possible.

Three - Dimension Realities 


And our faith, “rooted and grounded” in 
the certainty “of those things . . . believed 
among us” as to the past, is confirmed daily 
by the very things which convulse the 
world while they convince us that these 
divinely scheduled events are not just a 
distant mirage created by the heat of our 
desire — stage scenery with only a surface 
—but three-dimension realities soon to be 
matters of history, as certain shortly to 
come to pass as that the past events in 
the Bible did take place. We know that, 
as surely as the prophecies have been ful- 
filled, the promises embedded in the same 
book with them will be. And, when the 
fulfillment day by day of the events told 
by our Lord to presage his return are so 
overwhelmingly convincing, certainly it is 
time for Christians to heed their Lord’s 
words, “When these things begin to come 
to pass, then look up, ... for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh,” and “lift up your 
heads,” no matter how sadly we are “fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken.” What greater 
cause for thanksgiving could there be than 
the very cataclysm which assures us that 
at last the Golden Age is at hand? 

Of course Christians everywhere are 
in distressful circumstances! God has so 
indulgently supplied our earthly needs, and 
we have so long lived at peace in a “for- 
eign land,” that we have almost forgotten 
we are alien enemies in a country whose 
ruler is about to be overthrown, and whose 
wrath is great against the nationals of the 
coming, conquering Prince. God has so 
richly supplied us with provisions that we 
have not much needed the promises; we 
have had such a wealth of things that we 
have not much needed grace to bear a lack 
of them. Now we have a chance really to 
believe God and have it accounted to us 
for righteousness; to experience the thrill 
—greater than of the first man who felt 
himself pulled up into the air by a balloon 
—of being supported by God’s Word. 
We can never know the joy of a deliver- 
ance manifestly miraculous because timed 
to the last moment when it would avail 
— greater than being a millionaire, as a 
well-known and well-loved lady wrote me 


who kad just had the experience — unless 
we stand the strain of being brought to 
the very edge of the unfordable stream; 
come to the bottom of the meal barrel, with 
no other barrel anywhere. Many of us 
are having this experience now, and we 
should be thankful for it. Until we come 
to this point, God’s promises are like 
life-preservers on a stanch steamer, some- 
thing comforting to look at with the 
hope there will never be need to use 
them. _ But Christian living is incomplete 
until we have proved God’s faithfulness, 
not in theory, but in actual and desperate 
need. A strong faith is a Christian’s most 
priceless possession, and only in this way, 
wrete George Miller, can it be had. 

Whatever we may have lost during the 
last years, how thankful we can be that 
we have not lost our salvation! No sane 
Christian would, for a million dollars, re- 
turn to his unsaved state for five minutes. 
In that period Heaven might be lost for- 
ever, What we would not part with for 
a million is worth more than that to us; 
therefore, how rich we are! And we can 
be thankful for the good work our material 
losses have done for us in “root pruning” 
us, so to speak, for translation. The saint- 
liest man is even more eager for the “voice 
of the Son of God” to call him away from 
distress than from peace and pleasure. “Ah, 
David, these are the things that make death 
terrible,” said Johnson to Garrick as the 
latter showed him his beautiful estate. 
When God is about to move his people, he 
finds ways to make them want to go. 
Pharaoh’s persecution did it for the Jews 
in Egypt; Hitler is doing it for them now 
in Germany. The Stuarts did it for the 
Pilgrims in England. And the depression 
is doing it for Christians everywhere. 

Many people, before they go on a long 
journey, feel a sort of faintness and sick- 
ness; many of us do now, and as we “walk 
by faith’ and “endure hardness” we feel 
a dull heartache which is hard to bear. 
Paul evidently felt it so keenly that our 
ever-compassionate Lord sent an angel to 
strengthen him on the voyage to Rome. But 
these are faith’s “growing pains.” In prison 
“the iron entered into Joseph’s soul”; and 
our hearts are being “ironized” and made 
strong enough to experience without rup- 
ture the “bliss beyond compare” which our 
natural frame could no more bear than 
Daniel could endure the bright presence of 
the angel Gabriel. 


No “Straw Death” for Them! 


“How happy are tried Christians, after- 
ward,” writes Spurgeon. The old Vikings 
could not bear the thought of a “straw 
death,” but wanted to die fighting. How 
humiliating to be summoned when we are 
buried in sloth and ease and carnal secur- 
ity! And what stronger joy could there 
be than to be called all bloody and scarred 
from fighting the King’s battles into the 
King’s presence! 

We may find little cause for cheer in the 
“state of the nation,” though the super- 
abundance of our still undestroyed national 
wealth of food is an enormous ground for 
thanks to God, if we can only: seek and 
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get his grace for its distribution; but as 
we pilgrims of the night see our “worldly 
gear” lost,—impedimenta, the Romans 
called their baggage, we have the com- 
forting assurance that this of itself indi- 
cates that our Lord knows we are so near 
the end of our journey that he is not 
bothering to renew our camping outfit. 
Maybe we- have lost our home; but who 
is going to grieve over the destruction of 
his tent when his palace is in sight in the 
distance? 

We read, “The word of the Lord tried 
him [Joseph].” Probably it has tried us 
hard during the past year. If, by his grace, 
we have stood the test, how happy we are! 
Who would not in restrospect rather look 
upon hardships endured than pleasures en- 
joyed? The first enrich our capacities 
for eternity; the latter but leave a layer 
of spiritual fat behind. The word of the 
Lord does indeed try us. We commit our 
ways unto him, and .our paths have been 
led ever into deeper peril and poverty. We 
are apt to forget that our heavenly guide 
and an earthly guide have different pur- 
poses. The one studies to give us an un- 
eventful, safe journey. God is interested 
in the qualities we develop on the journey, 
not in the safety and softness of the trip. 
We expect to be guided wide of every 
danger, and he leads us over mountains and 
into impossible corners and through deep 
waters of trouble, and gets us to Heaven 
all breathless with excitement and exer- 
tion—but fitted for royal fellowship and 
capacitated for more “joy unspeakable and 
full of glory.” 


The Deadliest Dart 


“The Lord your God proveth you, to 
know whether ye love the Lord your God 
with all your heart,” is a. verse which has 
often helped me in days past. He has 
seemed to be hearing my prayers back- 
wards many a time; and this is the 
answer. We are told to make our boast 
in the Lord. Shall» we not give him 
the dearly loved opportunity to boast 
to Satan about us a bit, as he did about 
Job: to say, “You are not having much 
success with my servant George, down 
there, are you?” When God can do this, 
though he has been giving our faith the 
hardest of all tests, “striking into it the 
dart of apparent desertion,” I think we can 
know one thing the verse means which says, 
His “delights were with the sons of men.” 

Do we want to be princes or pawns in 
the Kingdom to come? 

Must we be carried to the skies on flowery

If we find ourselves hard be- 
set and longing for “his appearing” on this 
possibly last Thanksgiving day of the “twi- 
light of our age,” let us thank God and 
take courage.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin 
President Columbia Bible College 


Approach to the Lesson 


AUL went from Athens, the city full 
of man’s wisdom, full of beauty, and 
full of idols, to Corinth, the city full 

of business and full of wickedness. As 
Athens was the symbol of intellect and art, 
so Corinth was the symbol of immorality 
in its worst forms. After a short Stay in 
Athens Paul left, a handful having turned 
to the Saviour. In Corinth the Lord him- 
self appeared to Paul to tell him He had 
“much people in this city” (Acts 18:9, 
10), and there the Lord enabled him to 
stay eighteen months. It is the same to- 
day. The communities where intellectual 
pride dominates are farthest from the Gos- 
pel. In lands where there are many lowly 
people, even though sunk in gross sin, there 
is a great harvest for Christ. 


The Historical Setting 


Paul went from Athens to Corinth, per- 
haps after he sent Timothy back to Thes- 
salonica (1 Thess. 3:1). Gallio was pro- 
consul in 51 and 52, giving us one of the 
most definite dates in the chronology of 
Paul. He therefore came to Corinth in 
A. D. 50 or possibly early in 51, and re- 
mained there eighteen months or more 
(Acts 18:7). First Corinthians was writ- 
ten from Ephesus in the spring of A. D. 
56 or 57. 


Verse by Verse 


1 Corinthians 1:10—By the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. It is Christ who 
beseeches them through Paul (2 Cor. 5: 
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20). This expression “the name” in con- 
nection with the Lord occurs four times 
in this letter, more than in any other let- 
ter (1:2, 10; 5:4; 6:11; cf. 1:13, 15). 
The name of the Lord Jesus is mentioned 
in First Corinthians no less than 114 times 
—eighteen times in the first chapter. That 
there be no divisions. The Greek word is 
“schisms.” Be perfectly joined together. 
The word means to be adjusted. It is 
the word from which “articulated” comes, 
and as bones are perfectly adjusted in the 
body, when in normal health, so the mem- 
bers of Christ’s body are to be adjusted 
one to the other (Heb. 13:21; Eph. 4: 12; 
2 Cor. 13:9). 

Verse 11.—It hath been declared unto me. 
They themselves had written him of many 
things, but not of this (1 Cor. 7:1). By 
them... of Chloe. He tells them directly 
how the information came. Chloe and her 
household probably were not taking part 
in the contentions (Matt. 7:5b). Conten- 
tions among you. The divisions resulted 
in strife and quarreling (3:3). 


Verse 12—Now this I say. Rather, “this 
I mean.” J am of Paul. Those who said 
this might feel that Paul would applaud 
them. But how he shrank from it! They 
were glorying in men, not in the Lord (v. 
31; 3:4-7). And I of Apollos. Admiring 
the eloquence of Apollos, who followed at 
Corinth as one of the teachers (Acts 18: 
24 to 19:1), contrasting him with Paul (2 
Cor. 10:10). And I of Cephas. The He- 
brew name for Peter. Judaizers who 
thought that Paul went too far in turning 
from the law of Moses appealed to Peter 
as the leader of the circumcision party, 
claiming also that he was a real apostle, 
while Paul was not in the original twelve 


(2 Cor. 11:5, 6). And I of Christ. Say- 
ing it perhaps with a sense of superiority 
over the others. But this wrongly classes 
the Lord with men, or else is a condemna- 
tion of the others as though they were not 
of Christ, These were not so much defi- 
nite parties as they were expressions of 
the dissensions that took place among the 
members of the one church. 


Verse 13.—Is Christ divided? No. So 
the Body of Christ ought not to be divided. 


Verse 14.—But Crispus and Gaius. 
Crispus, the former ruler of the synagogue 
(Acts 18:8), and Gaius, Paul’s host at 
Corinth (Rom. 16:23), were among the 
early converts, and probably for this rea- 
son baptized by Paul himself as the founder 
of the church, before the officers were 
appointed. 


Verse 16.—I baptized also the household 
of Stephanas. Called “the firstfruits of 
Achaia,” possibly the first household to 
be converted (1 Cor. 16: 15-18). Besides, 
I know not whether I baptized any other. 
We have here a beautiful illustration of 
inspiration, the Holy Spirit guarding Paul 
from any error, though not giving him 
supernatural memory to recall every in- 
stance of baptism, since this is not neces- 
sary for the point he is making. 


Verse 17.—Christ sent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the gospel. This does not 
mean for a moment that water baptism is 
unimportant, or that it was to be done 
away, as some hold.. Paul’s great com- 
mission was to preach, and all of the de- 
tails of church government, including the 
matter of baptism, were left to the officers 
of the church. 


Verse 18.—To them that perish foolish- 
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ness. In contrast to the eloquent words 
of man’s wisdom, and the philosophical 
reasonings (2 Cor. 4:3, 4). It is the power 
of God. To raise us from the dead. So 
Paul said of the “Gospel” (Rom. 1: 16). 


Chapter 2:1.—And I, brethren, ... 
came not with excellency of speech or of 
wisdom, In accordance with what he has 
just been saying about God’s using fool- 
ish things, that no flesh could glory, Paul 
brought the message according to this 
method. He might have adorned the Gos- 
pel with many beauties of rhetoric, and 
with display of his knowledge of litera- 
ture, 


Verse 2.—I determined not to know any 
thing among you. That is, not to make 
a.display of any knowledge such as might 
have pleased them. Save Jesus Christ, and 
him crucified. The Person of Christ, who 
he is, and the work of Christ, what he did. 

Verse 3.—I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. Thus 
carrying out the message of Christ’s 
strength made perfect in weakness, and 
God’s glory manifested through man’s in- 
firmity (Phil, 2:12; 2 Cor. 4:7-12; I 
Thess. 3: 5-10; 2 Cor. 10: 10; 12: 7-9; Gal. 
4:13). 

Verse 4—My speech and my preaching. 
Possibly meaning his personal talk and 
his public messages. Not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom. “Persuasive 
words,” winning them by the power of the 
words, rather than by the power of the 
facts proclaimed. 


Verse 5.—But in the power of God. Real 
faith begins in God and rests upon him, 
for the power is not in faith but its Object. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Union with Christ is the secret of unity 
among Christians. The burden on the 
heart of Paul as he wrote the Corinthians 
was the burden on the heart of his Lord in 
the great high priestly prayer, that his 
disciples might all be one, first joined in 
vital union with God in Christ, and thus 
united one to the other in the one Body 
(John 17:11, 21-23). When Paul wrote 
the Philippians pleading for this unity he 
presented Christ as their supreme example 
of humility and lowliness, the key to unity 
(Phil. 2:1-12). So in Corinthians the 
plea for unity is linked with the message of 
Christ and him crucified. Paul, in human 
weakness but in the power of God, preached 
that message, foolishness to men but ex- 
pressing the wisdom of God. God alone 
was glorified in that message, which lifted 
men out of their shame into his glory. This 
cross separated them from the world, and 
this same cross should have united them 
as one in Christ. When they gloried in 
men, they denied the message of the cross, 
and of their union in Christ. Let us glory 
alone in the Lord, and hate everything that 
would minister to pride and to strife and 
division, walking not like unconverted men, 
but walking in the Spirit (1 Cor. 3:3; 1: 
31; chap. 13).

Paul’s Second Missionary Journey (Acts 
15:36 to 18:22). On this notable journey 
Paul traveled more than 2,600 miles, be- 
ginning from Antioch, the Mother Gentile 
church.

Churches established. (5) Letters written.

First Corinthians. The letter was writ- 
ten to a church of Christ set down in the 
midst of heathenism, and takes up all the 
problems that will arise for individuals and 
the church in such a situation. Thus it 
becomes the greatest document for church 
order. It contains the famous love chapter 
and the famous resurrection chapter, two 
of the most precious in the Bible. It may 
be divided into eight great topics. 


Church Unity and Denominations. There 
are two false methods of bringing about 
Church unity, which really result in de- 
stroying the New Testament basis for unity. 
One is the Roman Catholic method of com- 
pelling conformity to an outward hierarchy 
with a Pope at the head. This contra- 
dicts the whole New Testament concep- 
tion of the Church and imitates the Gentiles, 
whose great ones lord it over them (Matt. 
20: 25-28). It was the departure of the 
Roman Church from both the New Testa+ 
ment Gospel of grace and the New Testa- 
ment doctrine of the Church that caused 
the Protestant break. The other false 
méthod’ is the modernistic movement for 
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union, doing away with the stumblingblock ‘ 
of the cross and all other doctrines that 
minister to the true unity of the Church of 
Christ. They who loyally separate from 
organizations that thus dishonor Christ are 
not enemies of Christian unity, but its 
friends. All this does not justify our two 
hundred denominations in the United States. 
Let us emphasize, however, that the things 
on which evangelical denominations, true 
to the faith, agree are so vital that they 
make of comparative insignificance the few 
things on which they differ. When we 
honor Christ and him crucified there will 
be a unity of the Spirit among Christians 
of all denominations,

Practical and Personal Applications 


Preach Christ and him crucified! The 
Christian minister should have no other 
message. The message includes, of course, 
Christ’s resurrection, the work of the Holy 
Spirit, Christ’s second coming, and all the 
fundamentals. And he is to be preached 
that men might be saved. 


Live Christ and him crucified! Christians 
are to walk with “all lowliness and meek- 
ness” (Eph. 4:2), having the mind of 
Christ, each counting other better than 
himself (Phil. 2:3). We thus “keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace” 
(Eph. 4:3). 

Bring church quarrels to an end! Study 
Philippians and First Corinthians and learn 
Christ’s way of settling disputes. 


Encourage one another! The mighty Paul 
was stirred to new zeal in proclaiming 
Christ by the coming of Silas and Timothy. 


Preach to the poor and lowly and igno- 
rant, ‘These were the materials for Christ’s 
church at Corinth. Let us pray for mis- 
sionaries laboring among the outcasts of 
India, and other lowly or ignorant peoples.

But there was really noth- 
ing in your sermon that I could not have 
heard in the synagogue, nothing that a 
Jewish rabbi might not have preached.” 
“That,” said the preacher, in after years, 
“was the greatest lesson in homiletics I 
was ever taught.”"—From the Sunday 
School Times.

When Moody Was Discouraged.—Came 
not with excellency of speech or of wis- 
dom, declaring unto you the testimony of 
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God (1 Cor. 2:1). In the Corn Exchange, 
on November 5, 1882, “Guy Fawkes Night,” 
Mr. Moody and Mr, Sankey held their first 
meeting in Cambridge University for Var- 
sity men only. Nineteen hundred were there. 
A choir of men had been drilled in the 
Sankey melodies, and their first contribu- 
tion was greeted with hearty cheers. The 
suspicion of foreboding trouble was only 
too forcibly verified when Mr. Moody’s 
opening prayer was similarly applauded. 
He asked his audience to desist from such 
manifestations — more cheers! Every suc- 
ceeding item was received with noisy pleas- 
antries. Mr. Moody’s address was upon 
Daniel, and his favorite one-syllabled pro- 
nunciation of the name was the signal for 
repeated outbursts. Still he stuck manfully 
to his task, but without venturing upon 
an inquiry-meeting. At his hotel, as he 
took off his dripping collar, he said to 
Sankey, “I guess I’ve no hankering for 
that crowd again.” But their souls were 
deeply stirred, and a season of fervent 
prayer followed, that God would show 
strength with his arm during the succeed- 
ing days. Soon Mr. Moody had gathered 
together a hundred and fifty mothers to pray 
for the young men he was to address. On 
Wednesday evening an inquiry meeting 
was announced, and after a long pause the 
first man, half hiding his face in his gown, 
bounded up the stairs two at a time. Others 
followed. One of these was one of the 
ringleaders of the Sunday night demonstra- 
tion, who had excused it with these words: 
“Tf uneducated men will come to teach the 
Varsity, they deserve to be snubbed.” He 
went home to make a ruthless clearance of 
his wines, cards, and other dangerous de- 
lights. He took a leading part in Chris- 
tian work, became a minister in Liverpool, 
and later Bishop of Victoria in Hong Kong. 
There was a sweeping work of grace in 
the succeeding meetings at Cambridge— 
From “R. C. Morgan: His Life and Times,” 
by his son. Sent by Albert Mygatt, Carth- 
age, S. D. Prize illustration.

“If every man had thought 
the same as I do every man would have 
wanted my wife.” “Yes,” replied the other 
fellow with asperity, “and if every man 
thought as I do no man would have had 
her.” That is how the fight began! 

Webster, the cartoonist, has an enter- 
taining series he calis, “They Don’t Speak 
Our Language.” He shows a man and 
wife talking together in the technical terms 
of the man’s vocation or favorite sport. 
The last picture of the strip has an in- 
vitation, and “We can’t go to the Joneses, 
they don’t speak our language.”

The Saving Discovery.—That your faith 
should not stand in the wisdom of men, but 
in the power of God (2:5). When my 
grandchildren come to “El Nidito” to stay 
all night, and “all night” at granfaver’s 
is a satisfactory reward both for doing 
and not doing, they have all had one 
favorite indoor sport. Said indoor sport 
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being early morning rough house with 
Grandfaver. One of the stunts was to get 
up on the foot board of my bed and make 
wild leaps to me up at the pillows, at the 
imminent risk of breaking their little necks 
if I should miss a catch. Such is their 
unquestioning faith in me and my ability 
to catch them they never have hesitated 
for a split second.

Thousands of men and women, among 
them the so-called “intelligentsia,” are miss- 
ing the joy and happiness that could be 
theirs because their faith, or rather lack 
of faith — “well, it stands to reason.” As 
Paul puts it, “in the wisdom of men.” If 
these smart ones would drop the “reason” 
and jump, like our early morning young- 
sters, they would find arms able to catch 
and hold them, “The everlasting arms” 
(Deut. 33:27). 

All during my college years I was one 
of the followers of Spencer, Huxley, Mill, 
Clark, Ingersoll, and other semi-atheistic 
highbrows. Like these philosophers of the 
book shelves I, too, had lived the sheltered 
academic life. When I got out into the 
world on my own, and had to take things 
as they came, right in the face, all the 
“wisdom of men” was soon knocked out 
of me. One of the first things I found 
out was that those who depended upon the 
wisdom of men did not get very far —to 
stay.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
“Lo, I am with you alway” (Matt. 28 : 20). 
1. Corinth. 


2. A message of comfort from the Lord 
Jesus. 


3. How to get rid of fear. 
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E ARE going to visit another big city 

today, for our lesson tells us “Paul 
departed from Athens, and came to Cor- 
inth” (Acts 18:1-11). Briefly describe 
the town and the kind of life lived there. 
Corinth was the great center of commercial 
traffic on the overland route from Rome 
to the East, and also between Upper and 
Lower Greece. It possessed the only good 
harbor in that quarter, hence all the trade 
of the Mediterranean flowed through it, so 
that “a perpetual fair was held there from 
year’s end to year’s end.” It was pro- 
verbial for its wealth, luxury, and vice. The 
date of Paul’s visit to Corinth was A. D. 
52. Read the lesson, simplifying the dif- 
cult words. Paul won many souls for the 
Lord Jesus Christ in Corinth. Let the 
children find the two letters in the Bible 
that he wrote to them afterward. 

Who remembers what happened the first 
time the Lord Jesus appeared to Paul? 
(Acts 9.) That was on the road to Da- 
mascus. Now the Lord Jesus appears to 
Paul again in a vision when he is in bed. 
The first time it was at noon, in broad 
daylight; this time it is in the darkness 
of the night. Night and day, darkness and 
light are both alike to him who never slum- 
bers nor sleeps. What a lovely message 
he brings to Paul. (Read again verses 
9 and 10.) “No man shall... hurt thee.” 
What a comfort those words must have 
been to Paul! And so for a year and six 
months he was kept by the power of God 
at Corinth. No matter how the people 
might want to hurt him, they simply could 
not, for God was protecting him. 

Children have all sorts of fears, which 
are very real to them. Fear lest Father 
or Mother should die; fear of beiffg lost; 
fear of animals or of the dark, and many 
other things. Try and get them to tell 
you of them, teacher, and then have them 
look up 2 Timothy 1:7: “God hath not 
given us the spirit of fear.” If their fear 
does not come from God, and they them- 
selves do not desire it, either, then it can 
only come from one other source — from 
the Devil; and God has told us, “Resist 
the devil, and he will flee from you” (Jas. 
4:7). 

How often our dear Lord tells us not 
to be afraid. There is such a nice com- 
forting text in God’s Word: “Thou God 
seest me” (Gen. 16:13). That text tells 
us that God loves us so much that he can- 
mot take his eyes away from us, but is 
always watching us in love, so we need 
never be afraid again. Let us repeat our 
Memory Verse (Psa. 56:3).

Two women converted in Corinth — and 
a home for Paul and a letter. from him. 











¥ WAS a traveler weak and weary, 
fairly trembling with fear — according 
to his own words (1 Cor. 2: 1-3) — whom 
Priscilla welcomed into her new home when 
Paul came to wealthy and wicked Corinth 
from cold, intellectual Athens. With her 
husband, Aquila, she was among those 
thousands of wandering Jews of the time, 
driven from pillar to post by Roman edicts 
against them. From the shore of the Black 
Sea (Euxine Pontus) to Italy, from Rome 
to Corinth in Greece, presently to go with 
Paul from Corinth to Ephesus in Asia — 
small opportunity had Priscilla to make a 
real hore anywhere. But the Jews have 
ever been a home-loving race, despite the 
cruel mistreatments received in nearly every 
land under the sun, and this woman had a 
home in Corinth where she made Paul feel 
himself “at home” though a stranger in 
a strange land. 

Sharing her home with Paul brought 
Priscilla the greatest blessing of her life. 
To her and her husband, as they worked 
together at their tentmaking, Paul told his 
story of the cross of Christ, and it was the 
power of God to their salvation, as it is 
everywhere and in every age. Help your 
girls to read between the lines of Acts 18, 
and feel Priscilla’s reward for making a 
home under difficulties and then sharing it 
with a lonely, homeless preacher of the 
Gospel.

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“visit” to Aquila and Priscilla, how it all 
ended, and where Paul went from Corinth. 
Another woman of Corinth, saved by 
the power of the cross under Paul’s preach- 
ing there, helped to make it possible for us 
to read his own words about his work, and 
the church resulting from that visit. Paul 
was in Ephesus, apparently (1 Cor. 16: 
8 and 19), when Chloe, or members of her 
family, came to see him whom they must 
have dearly loved as the messenger of their 
new-found faith in Christ. Imagine the 
eager questions Paul asked them, imagine 
his distress when they had to reveal sad 
facts about the state of things the church 
in Corinth had come to in the two years 
since Paul had left them! Then read his 
own words written to them from a loving 
but grieving heart. (Read aloud the les- 
son passages for this week.) Here are 
names of other converts whom Paul loved, 
Gaius, Stephanas, Fortunatus, Achaicus 
(1 Cor. 16: 17), besides Timothy, Apollos, 
Aquila, and Priscilla again with Paul. 
How many people had come to know and 
love the Lord Jesus through Paul’s preach- 
ing of the cross of. Christ! And how 
strongly he appeals to them all to live in 
loving unity in the power of that cross!

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Jesus Christ first. 

Discussion: Show how differences of opin- 
ion among Christians in minor matters — 
the architecture of a church, the selection 
of hymn books, the choice of a date, the 
making of plans,—can destroy the spirit. 

Objective: “That in all things he might 
have the preeminence.” 











AY, fellows, Paul put Jesus Christ first 

in all things and on all occasions, “That 
in all things he might have the preemi- 
nence,” he wrote the Colossians (1: 18). In 
his letter to the Christians at Corinth (which 
we study today) Paul shows that same 
fine spirit by putting Christ first — that 
fine wisdom, as well, for nothing but the 
most stupid folly will ever cause a Chris- 
tian to put himself or any other interest 
ahead of Jesus Christ in his life program 
—or in his day’s program. 

The Gospel preached to the Corinthians 
by Paul and his associates had struck with 
force. They saw that it was the mighty 
power of God for their lives: but like 
everything else good that comes to us it 
became the special object of Satan’s as- 
saults. Satan with all his ingenuity fights 
the Gospel, and when he sees it taking hold 
of human hearts and winning them to Jesus 
Christ, he immediately does what he can 
In the case of the Cor- 
inthians he used one of his most subtle 
devices. He diverted their attention to 
the human channels of the blessing. He 
had them disputing as to who was the best

preacher — Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas. 
In their pride of opinion they forgot Jesus 
Christ and each began to exalt his favorite 
expounder of truth — until the truth itself 
was about to be lost. 

In .a certain village it was decided to 
bring down from the mountain side the 
pure waters of a flowing spring. But 
when they came to put the plan into exe- 
cution there arose a dispute as to th: 
piping. Some wanted iron pipe, some terra 
cotta, and others something else. Differ- 
ences grew sharper, self-will and pride 
grew stronger, and long delay ensued, while 
a whole community suffered for the lack 
of an abundant supply of pure water. So 
it was with the Christians of Corinth. They 
famished for that which was at hand in 
abundant supply, while they strove for their 
pride. Paul rebuked them. He lifted their 
eyes above these things to the matter of 
real importance — that is to know the Lord 
Jesus, himself, and put him ahead and over 
and beyond all opinions about mere men. 

Fellows, there is only one safe rule for 
a happy Christian life and a successful 
Christian program: it is to put Jesus Christ 
first. Whenever you come to any question 
to be decided, whether in your personal af- 
fairs, or in the group of which you are 
a part, let this be the standard of measure- 
ment: “What will honor Jesus Christ 
most?” “What is his will about this?” 
Leave yourself out of the question. Look 
only at Jesus. 

Do this, fellows, and you will have the 
assurance of God’s own Spirit, and you 
will go forward with confidence and with 
power.

Even 
in Corinth, “not many wise . .. not many 
mighty, not many noble” were called. 


8. Paul wrote to the Thessalonians that he 
“thought it good to be left at Athens alone” 
and sent Timothy to establish them (1 Thess.

Trials and depression have‘ not silenced 
this reader’s praise. In answer to a 
letter from the subscription: department, 
he replied that he could not renew" just 
now, and wrote the following letter. 


E DO feel that we should bear 
W eesitnony even in the face of our 

shortness of funds, and perhaps 
what we have found for ourselves, if given 
to others who are facing discouragements, 
may help them to hold on just a little 
longer. 

Our story is commonplace up to a cer- 
tain point. The fat years were spent com- 
placently enough, and when the depression 
swept away position, later the home, and 
all we possessed, and eventually wrecked 
the mother’s health, it was hard to under- 
stand and adjust ourselves to face it. 

We did have something inviolately ours, 
faith and a complete acceptance of His 
plan, whatever it might be. Almost over- 
night, we began to find his plan in opera- 
tion. Friends offered us the use of a lovely 
home at the beach for caretaker service. 
Our family doctor had insisted that we try 
the coast district in search of health for 
the mother, and in almost a few hours we 
were established here. An immediate im- 
provement was noted in the health of the 
invalid. 

But it was early in the season, and there 
was no work, relief or otherwise, and no 
money to be had on any hand. Still, after 
a few weeks here, another friend looked 
us up who was just starting as salesman- 
ager for a domestic cleaner line, and he 
drove a hundred miles down here to see 
if we would handle their lirie. We took it 
up, and for the past year have averaged 
five to ten dollars a month from it. Before 
the war we had acted as local correspond- 
ent for a city daily, and there being none 
here we applied and were given the as- 
signment. Something unusual has tran- 
spired each month to take the pay check 
from the two or three dollar limit, which 
. this. little district might normally expect 
in news items, to the ten dollar average. 


Our ten-year-old son had always hoped 
for a newspaper route in the city when he 
reached the age limit of high school years. 
A few months after coming here he se- 
cured the only regular year-round route 
and has completely outfitted himself and 
had his own funds to do with. Dad worked 
up another route which only pays two 
dollars a month, but he helps Billy any- 
way, so a little bit more is added to the 
family fund. 

Our daughter has been an outstanding 
character all through her very full and 
beautiful life. Having an “E” average 
through grade and high schools, she was 
honored in her senior year at one of the 
largest city high schools for her person- 
ality and executive ability by election to 
one of the highest student body offices. 
Three scholarships were tendered her, and 
because she had consecrated her life to full 
time Christian service three years ago she 
selected a denominational college near 
here, which had offered one of the scholar- 
ships. We were unable to promise the 
help needed to make up the difference, and 
she requested work through the college 
board. The rules forbade first year scholar- 
ship students living off the campus or work- 
ing, and when she was so advised she 
regrettfully notified them of her inability 
to accept the scholarship. Three days be- 
fore school opened she was called by long- 
distance phone and told that if she could 
find a position the rule would be waived. 
The Saturday before school opened a long- 
distance call came, stating that if she could 
be at college Monday a woman would give 
her work, but would not hold the position 
longer than Monday noon. 

It was over a hundred miles away, the 
bus fare was almost $5, and we had no 
car, and the total cash on hand from all 
sources was fen cents. We had no recourse 
but prayer, and after a season of praise 
and waiting upon the Master, Dad loaded 
up his satchels to start “peddling cleaner.” 
As he started out the door, less than an 
hour after we had knelt before the Throne, 
the electricity man came upon the porch to

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read the meter and as he turned away, said, 
“Oh, I have a check for you for $1.60 
for the work you did last month when 
the motor blew out at the station, and have 
been expecting to see you.” Fine, $1.70! 
Now watch this, as it is goed. One dollar 
and fifty cents came from cleaner sales 
for the afternoon’s work, and on the way 
home a letter in the post office to the mother 
contained a dollar bill from a distant aunt, 
who wished the mother to buy herself a lit- 
tle birthday gift, and the family had re- 
ceived $1.05 for three sales made by them 
to users of the cleaner who had called at 
the home to get packages. Bus fare and 
a few cents over in just a few hours’ time! 
And as it came in from such unexpected 
quarters, we grew almost hysterical in our 
excitement, but deep down underneath we 
knew and we were grateful. 

After church Sunday, I hastened up to 
the bus depot to ascertain the best connec- 
tions, as she would need to transfer three 
times: Walking up the highway I fell in 
step with a stranger who remarked, “I 
certainly hate to leave on such a beautiful, 
sunshiny day here to go back to the city.” 
I hesitantly asked him if he would mind 
taking our daughter to the first junction 
stop, which was on his way to the city, 
and explained why. He said his son and 
wife were driving through the college town 
and would be only too glad to take her, 
That night she was installed in her new 
home, and God had made it unnecessary 
for her to use even one cent of the fund 
we had received at his hands. We cail that 
a “double portion’ ! 

This girl worked for her room and board, 
majoring in pre-medical courses in view 
of the possibility of a call to the foreign 
field service, and for four terms made the 
honor roll, leading her class twice during 
the year. In addition she was active enough 
in Christian Endeavor to be made Union 
Vice-President, sang in her church choir, 
and organized in the college with the help 
of three others a “Life Work Recruit” 
group. 

This may seem pointless and somewhat 
lengthy, but it is a message that we must 
tell, and if there is one reader who questions 
and has doubts, we want him to know what 
God can and will work. We fought 
the depression our way for two years— 
we are now willing to take orders from 
the High Command rather than try to be 
generals ourselves. We have not a great 
deal more in hand of material things than 
we had before, but we have had such spir- 
itual gifts beyond price. We have literally 
licked the platter clean, and twice all our 
cupboard contained when we left the table 
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at one meal was bread and milk. The 
first time it happened we wondered what 
our next meal would be, and before it was 
due a large salmon was delivered to us 
by a merely casual acquaintance, who had 
one fish too many; and the next meal, 
with no provisions in sight, we were not 
surprised when a dear friend delivered a 
part of a hind quarter of beef that had 
come to them and which they were unable 
to use. Neither one knew of our need, 
but even without a request to the One on 
high, he knew and met our need for us. 
We have had shelter, warmth, food, and 
raiment on a mere pittance — more than all 
these, we have had Him. 

We know that we shall never want again 
for anything we need.

Pray against the spirit of vindict- 
iveness. :

Foundations and Buildings. 

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: Christ is the one 
foundation. The Temple of Solomon was 
built upon one great rock; and the Church 
of God is built upon Christ, the great rock 
foundation whereon we were set by sov- 
ereign grace. The builders of the Church 
are many. “But let every man take heed 
how he buildeth thereupon” (v. 10). Pray 
to exercise alway sanctified common sense.
